ligh  University  welcomes  the  Class  of  201 1  to  campus!  August  23rd,  2007  marked  the  day  that  nearly  1200  students 
statted  their  collegiate  careers  at  Lehigh.  The  freshmen  were  first  directed  to  Iacocca  Hall  on  Mountaintop  Campus  where  they 
were  met  by  volunteer  first-year  orientation  student  staffers.  These  staffers  helped  give  room  assignments,  evoLUtion  orienta- 
tion materials,  and  directions  to  freshmen  residence  halls.

fn  students  are  required  to  read  a  book  about  an  upcoming  speaker,  as  the  first  requirement  to  enrollment  at  Lehigh, 
as  a  freshman,  you  know  it  must  be  someone  of  prominence.  Such  is  the  case  with  the  incoming  class  of  201 1,  who  were 
required  to  read  Freedom  in  Exile,  the  autobiography  of  the  14th  Dalai  Lama,  the  spiritual  and  political  leader  of  Tibet  and  a 
prominent  figure  in  Buddhism. 

His  Holiness  the  Dalai  Lama  graced  Lehigh  University's  Stabler  Arena  with  his  90-minute  talk,  Generating  a  Good  Heart,  on 
Sunday,  July  13,  2008.  He  was  in  the  Lehigh  Valley  from  July  1 0  to  the  1 5,  with  a  series  of  teachings  and  lectures  surrounding 
his  visit.  In  addition,  the  summer  reading  of  Freedom  in  Exile  and  a  lecture  series  worked  to  create  momentum  for  this  event 
-  the  coming  of  a  man  whose  reception  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  nearly  caused  an  international  incident  with  the 
People's  Republic  of  China.  (The  debate  regarding  the  sovereignty  of  Tibet  is  a  persistent,  ongoing  issue  between  the  Tibetan 
people,  China,  India,  and  Taiwan.)

The  presentation  was  free  of  charge  to  the  University  -  the  entire  bil 

was  covered  by  the  Tibetan  Buddhist  Learning  Center  in  Washington, 

New  Jersey.  As  visible  in  the  surrounding  images,  over  a  five-day  period 

in  October  2007,  a  group  of  monks  from  the  TBLC  assembled  a  sand 

mandala,  which  is  a  symbol  of  earthly  impermanence.    The  monks 

tirelessly  assembled  the  striking  art  piece  -  one  sand  grain  at  a  time, 

before  dismantling  it  and  pouring  the  sand  remains  into  the  Lehigh 

River.    The  Dalai  Lama,  much  like  the  mandala,  was  not  at  Lehigh 

for  long,  so  students,  faculty,  and  local  residents  were  advised  to  take 

advantage  of  this  once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity.

A  Metamorphosis  Within  Our  Neighborhood 


Unfortunately  for  many,  the  South  Side  of  Bethlehem  represents  looted  cars,  vandalized  property,  occasional  muggings  and 
reports  of  "shots  fired."  Students  often  miss  out  on  the  vibrant  cityscape,  vivid  with  ethnic  cuisines,  new-age  and  classical  art 
and  architecture,  and  a  revival  of  imagination  that  permeates  the  smiles  on  residents'  and  visitors'  faces. 

Bethlehem  is  fortunate  that,  having  sustained  itself  after  the  loss  of  thirty  thousand  jobs  following  the  closure  and  eventual 
sale  of  the  Bethlehem  Steel  properties,  it  has  rebranded  itself  with  a  vision  as  a  tourist  destination  with  small-town  appeal 
that  will  encourage  visitors  to  make  Bethlehem  their  home.  On  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  high-technology  industry  and  real 
estate  ventures  make  up  for  the  job-loss  gap.  Presently,  on  the  site  of  the  Bethlehem  Steel  blast  furnaces,  the  Sands  BethWorks 
casino  rises  amongst  the  ashes  of  a  forgotton  industry,  blending  the  locational  and  functional  nature  of  the  previous  occupants' 
buildings  with  hotels,  condominiums,  shops,  and  gaming.

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Lehigh  Looks  Toward  a  Sustainable  Future 

?en  is  the  new  black.  What  used  to  be  a  minority  of  environmentally  conscious  students  has  developed  into  a  full-fledged 
sustainable  movement  this  year  at  Lehigh.  Organizations  all  over  campus  have  been  eager  to  show  their  support  for  making 
Lehigh  more  environmentally  friendly. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  President  Alice  Gast  urged  the  Lehigh  Environmental  Advisory  Group  to  coordinate 
student  and  administrative  efforts.  One  catalyst  for  this  united  effort  was  last  fall's  Green  Summit,  a  meeting  and  panel 
discussion  that  brought  together  over  60  people  representing  clubs,  groups,  residential  life  and  the  Greek  community.  This 
Green  Summit  was  also  the  impetus  for  The  Environmental  Coalition,  a  group  that  draws  members  from  other  clubs  such 
as  Engineers  Without  Borders,  Students  for  Sustainable  Development  and  Green  Action.  Each  of  these  satellite  clubs  have 
been  operating  individually  for  years  conducting  fundraisers  and  awareness  campaigns,  so  The  Environmental  Coalition  has 
brought  them  together  this  year. 

The  lack  of  on-campus  recycling  has  frustrated  students  for  years,  and  finally  this  year  there  have  been  movements  toward 
improving  the  situation.  To  this  end,  The  Environmental  Coalition  has  primarily  focused  on  a  proposal  for  a  comprehensive 
recycling  system  for  Lehigh's  campus.  Other  small-scale  sustainable  efforts  have  included  the  Campus  Square  recycling  system 
started  by  Cameron  Copeland  and  the  Re-cycling  Team.  They  protested  Lehigh's  current  ineptitude  in  sustainable  efforts.

Celebrating  20  years  at  Goodman  Stadium,  the  Moun- 
tain Hawks  headed  into  the  2007  Football  season  with 
one  goal  in  mind:  to  come  out  on  top.  Although  that  was 
not  the  outcome,  the  Mountain  Hawks  have  much  to  be 
proud  of. 

After  dropping  the  home  opener  to  Villanova  University 
(30-20,)  there  were  many  kinks  that  needed  to  be  worked 
out.  At  their  next  game,  at  Princeton  University,  it  seemed 
as  though  the  Mountain  Hawks  had  overcome  many  of 
their  previous  obstacles.  The  defense  that  had  let  up  a 
17-point  second  quarter  to  Villanova  managed  to  create 
five  turnovers  to  help  Lehigh  come  out  with  the  victory. 
Leaving  Princeton  having  won,  Lehigh  looked  to  take  on 
whomever  was  next  with  fight  and  enthusiasm.  The  fol- 
lowing weekend,  at  Goodman  Stadium,  the  Mountain 
Hawks  controlled  the  game  against  Virginia  Military  Institute,  leading  at  halftime  31-0.  Le- 
high was  able  to  hold  on  throughout  the  second  half  and  finish  the  game  with  a  37-6  victory. 

The  Mountain  Hawks  were  starting  to  get  on  a  roll  with  two  wins  in  a  row,  and  what  looked 
like  many  more  to  come.  On  Community  Day  at  Goodman  Stadium,  Lehigh  looked  to  take 
on  Harvard  University.  With  a  tied  score,  (13-13,)  and  only  30  seconds  remaining  in  the 
game,  the  fans  expected  a  trip  into  overtime.  However,  the  Mountain  Hawks  had  other  plans. 
Junior  Tim  Diamond  forced  the  Harvard  quarterback  to  make  a  bad  pass,  which  was  fumbled 
and  picked  up  by  Junior  Paul  Bode.  Bode  ran  the  ball  sttaight  for  the  end  zone,  scoring  the 
winning  touchdown  on  a  27-yard  return.  The  triumphant  win  over  Harvard  had  pushed  the 
Mountain  Hawks  to  a  record  of  3-1.

scheduled  to  play  Lafayette  College  in  their  143rd  meeting.  Com- 
ing out  strong,  Lehigh  seemed  to  have  taken  control  of  the  game, 
something  that  seemed  surprising  to  many.  It  was  late  in  the 
fourth  quarter  and  the  Leopards  were  not  going  to  give  up,  scoring 
a  touchdown  with  only  3:30  remaining.  The  Mountain  Hawks 
fought  to  the  end,  but  there  was  just  not  enough  time  to  get  the 
points  they  needed.  They  gave  it  a  great  effort,  but  in  the  end  were 
defeated  21-17.

The  next  challenge  was  to  win  the  following  weekend  as  the  Moun- 
tain Hawks  headed  to  the  Bronx  tor  their  league  opener.  Unable  to 
handle  the  offensive  game,  Lehigh  fell  to  lordham  University  28-18.

Coming  off  a  rough  2006-2007  season,  the  Lehigh 
Women's  Basketball  team  was  ready  to  get  back  out  there 
and  prove,  not  only  to  themselves,  but  also  to  their  fans 
and  the  rest  of  the  Patriot  League,  that  they  were  going  to 
be  a  team  to  reckon  with  this  season.

"South  Mountain  College  is  not  for  an  elite  clique,  it's  not  an  hon- 
ors program... It's  simply  a  community  of  people  interested  in  student- 
driven,  immersive  learning  and  the  open  exploration  of  ideas."  This 
questioning  nature  is  the  most  important  requirement  for  admission 
into  the  South  Mountain  College  program. 

The  theme  of  one  of  the  semester's  two  required  courses  is 
chosen  by  the  students.  They  are  required  to  live  in  Taylor 
College,  share  meals  and  take  two  courses  per  semester  togeth- 
er. SMC  is  part  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  although  it 
is  open  to  students  from  other  colleges. 

Both  the  students  and  the  director,  Peter  Zeitler,  believe 
the  program's  first  year  has  been  a  success.  Most  of  the 
faculty  and  staff  involved  are  considered  "Friends  of  SMC" 
because  they  do  not  work  regularly  with  the  students,  but 
instead  are  available  for  counsel  and  guidance.

Professor  Lucy  Gans'  "In  Our  Own  Words"  installation,  on  display  in 
Zoellner  Art  Gallery  from  August  28  to  October  28,  2007,  dealt  with 
domestic  violence  in  an  incredibly  subtle,  yet  powerful,  manner.  The 
installation  featured  over  400  glazed  clay  heads  evenly  spaced  along  one 
wall  in  a  small  room  in  Zoellner  Art  Gallery.  The  heads  represented  female 
victims  of  domestic  violence  from  all  races,  ages  and  cultural  backgrounds. 

Ten  of  the  heads  contained  sound  equipment  that  played  barely  audible 
recordings  of  interviews  Gans  had  done  with  survivors  of  domestic  abuse,  all 
ot  whom  she  had  met  through  "Turning  Point,"  an  organization  that  helps 
victims  of  domestic  abuse.  The  installation's  focus  on  women's  issues  largely 
parallels  Gans'  educational  focus  at  Lehigh.  She  was  hired  by  Lehigh  in  1981 
to  teach  drawing  and  sculpture;  shortly  after  she  created  the  Women  in  Art 
class.

She  later  became  involved  in  the  Women's  Studies  Department 
due  to  her  development  or  the  Women  in  Art  class.  At  the  time  of 
her  hire,  she  was  the  only  female  faculty  member  of  the  Art  and 
Architecture  department;  she  acknowledged  that  she  is  not  sure  if 
she  would  have  become  so  heavily  involved  in  the  Women's  Studies 
department  at  a  school  with  a  different  gender  demographic.

She  did,  however,  note  that  her  work  would  have  dealt  with  women's 
issues  regardless  of  her  involvement  with  Lehigh's  Women's  Studies 
Department.  Despite  her  strong  feminist  stance,  Gans  noted  that  it  was 
difficult  to  force  herself  to  address  such  sensitive  subject  matter  in  her 
work.  The  Lehigh  community  is  extremely  lucky  that  she  did,  because 
for  the  majority  of  the  fall  semester,  her  work  was  a  moving  addition  to 
the  Zoellner  Art  Gallery. 


In  the  spring  of  2008,  Gans'  installation  was  recognized  by  the  Bethlehem 
Fine  Arts  Commission,  receiving  the  Special  Award  Recognizing  the  Use  of  the 
Power  of  the  Arts  for  Extraordinary  Social  Impact.

From  1 87 1  to  1891,  Lehigh  students  were  able  to  attend  classes  with- 
out paying  tuition.  At  the  end  of  that  time,  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad 
stock  dropped,  forcing  Asa  Packer  to  charge  $100  per  year  for  tuition. 

Die  Alte  Brauerei,  the  name  of  a  brewery  behind  Price  Hall,  was  dis- 
covered by  an  archaeology  class  by  digging  under  the  sloped  ground 
just  north  of  University  Drive  behind  the  anthropology  building.  The 
site  is  currently  open,  revealing  a  dark  cavern  leading  underground.

Teaching  at  Lehigh  for  nearly  nine  years,  Professor  Robert  Kuchta  ol  the  College 
of  Business  and  Economics  is  an  active  faculty  member  of  the  colleges  Marketing  De- 
partment as  well  as  its  Business  Minor  program.  As  a  "professor  ol  practice,"  he  brings 
corporate  experience  from  the  business  world  into  the  classroom,  different  from  the 
research  of  traditional  professorships.  Today,  leading  universities  and  colleges  are  ac- 
tively integrating  business  professionals  with  valuable  experience  to  prepare  students 
for  the  corporate  world.  Professor  Kutcha's  career  started  in  research  and  development 
at  AT&T  and  continued  to  public  relations  and  marketing.

The  Department  of  Accounting  hosted  its  16th  Annual  Conference  on  Ac- 
counting Professionalism  at  [acocca  Hall  and  Ranch  Business  Center  this  past 
October.  Third-year  accounting  majors  are  strongly  encouraged  to  attend  this 
conference— an  intensive,  two-day  program  to  learn  more  about  the  profession 
and  professionalism  directly  from  accomplished  individuals.  The  program  is  de- 
signed to  give  students  a  concentrated  opportunity  to  learn  about  issues  of  pro- 
fessionalism, team  building,  professional  certifications,  globalization,  account- 
ing, business  success,  and  leadership.  It  takes  students  out  of  the  classroom  for  a 
chance  to  interact  informally  with  other  students,  faculty,  alumni,  and  business 
professionals.  The  conference  also  helps  students  improve  oral  communication 
and  interpersonal  skill,  as  well  as  identify  career  opportunities  in  accounting. 

It  began  with  a  networking  reception  at  Iacocca  Hall  where  students  shared  hors 
d'oeuvres  with  professionals  from  renowned  firms,  including  the  Big  Four  public  ac- 
counting firms — Ernst  &  Young,  PriceWaterhouseCoopers,  Deloitte  &  Touche,  and 
KPMG — as  well  as  smaller-sized  firms  like  Huron  Consulting,  Johnson  &  Johnson,  '""""  '"'  PriceWaterhouseCoopers  on 
and  Merrill  Lynch.  Before  dinner  was  served,  there  was  a  panel  discussion  entitled 
"Accounting:  The  Key  to  Business  Success,"  which  included  six  Lehigh  alumni  with 
different  years  of  accounting  experience  and  functional  positions  from  different  firms. 
The  panelists  were  asked  general,  profession  questions  that  would  be  of  interest  to  cur- 
rent accounting  majors,  such  as  the  firm  size,  advancement,  hours,  public  vs.  private- 
accounting,  etc.  A  Q&A  session  immediately  followed.

In  the  fall,  the  Urban  Outfitters  clothing  company  opened  its  "campus" 
at  the  Philadelphia  Navy  Yard  to  Lehigh  University  business  and  design 
students  as  the  host  of  Lehigh's  third  annual  Executive  Leadership  Forum, 
which  was  titled  "Building  Compelling  Brands."  According  to  Ann  Neitzel, 
a  Lehigh  Development  officer  and  one  of  the  event's  organizers,  this  lecture 
series,  developed  by  former  president  Gregory  Farrington,  focuses  on  gener- 
ating interest  in  CEOs  doing  unique  work  in  the  business  world  today. 

This  event,  unlike  its  two  predecessors,  was  the  backdrop  for  a  major  an- 
nouncement: the  Lehigh  Entrepreneurial  Initiative.  This  initiative,  announced

Packard  Laboratory  was  named  after  James  Ward  Packard  who  grad- 
uated in  1884  to  become  an  electrical  pioneer.  He  was  also  the  inven- 
tor of  the  Packard  automobile,  the  first  of  which  he  donated  to  Lehigh 
in  1 930.  It  was  constructed  in  1 898  and  is  currently  on  display  in  the 
Packard  Lab  lobby. 

Lehigh's  tenth  president,  W.  Deming  Lewis,  attended  Harvard  Univer- 
sity at  the  age  of  16  to  earn  3  degrees.  He  proceeded  to  obtain  2  degrees 
from  Oxford  University  in  England  and  patent  33  devices.  He  also  worked 
as  a  space  engineer  for  Bellcomm,  Inc.  to  put  the  first  man  on  the  moon. 

Peter  C.  Rossin  was  a  pilot  in  the  US  Air  Force  dur- 
ing World  War  II.

Dr.  Robert  S.  Langer  came  to  Lehigh  to  speak  about  his  re- 
search. Word  of  Langer's  intelligence  and  countless  tributes  to 
cancer  research  preceded  his  arrival  and  resulted  in  a  full  audi- 
ence at  Packard  Auditorium. 

An  Institute  Professor  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  ofTech- 
nology,  he  runs  the  largest  biomedical  engineering  lab  in  the 
world.  His  lecture  focused  on  his  breakthroughs  and  failures  in 
researching  cancer  and  ways  to  ameliorate  medical  standards. 

Specifically,  he  researches  the  ability  of  polymers  to  de- 
liver drugs  at  controlled  rates  over  prolonged  periods  of  time 
to  alleviate  cancer  pain,  help  burn  victims  and  aid  in  organ 
transplants. 

Langer  is  working  on  delayed-released  medication 
for  patients  requiring  life-long  treatment;  he  has  filled 
wells  on  a  microchip  with  medication,  covered  them 
with  gold,  and  released  the  medication  by  applying  a 
specific  voltage  that  dissolves  the  gold. 

Dr.  Langer  has  proven  to  be  one  of  the  leading 
scientists  in  biomedical  research;  Lehigh  was  privi- 
leged to  welcome  him  as  a  guest.

Currently,  the  organization  is  aiding  Pueblo  Nuevo, 
a  village  in  Honduras,  whose  water  treatment  facility 
is  inadequate  for  the  community's  needs.  Beginning 
in  the  summer  of  2005,  the  group  visited  the  village 
in  order  to  meet  the  locals  and  determine  the  proper 
actions  to  take  based  on  the  village's  needs.

Entrepreneurship  at  its  best 

Ilie  rhalheimei  Student  Entrepreneurship  Competition  at  Lehigh  proved 

to  be yet  another  successful  event,  attracting  students  with  diverse  backgrounds. 
Of  the  participants  in  the  competition,  sophomore  engineering  students  Mike 
Harm  (1B1.-1I),  ( Ireg  Capece  (IBE-I1  ),  and  Nick  Rocha  (IBE-ISE)  were  able 
to  walk  away  with  first  prize  for  their  MPiug.  The  MPlug  was  "designed  to 
assist  elderly  persons  with  arthritis  or  weak  grip  strength,"  says  Rocha. 

The  device  also  reduces  the  force  necessary  to  plug  and  unplug  an  appli- 
ance. "We  also  wanted  to  design  the  device  with  a  safety  feature  and  make  it 
applicable  for  many  different  people.  The  magnetic  feature  of  the  MPlug  aids 
in  preventing  people  from  falling  or  tripping  over  the  cord,"  says  Capece. 

However,  their  innovation  had  humble  beginnings  as  just  a  concept  for 
their  I  BE  freshman  spring  workshop.  "We  talked  to  our  advisor,  Professor  Pat 
J.  Kosta,  in  the  tall  of  2007  in  order  to  expand  on  our  concept,"  says  Harm. 
"From  there  the  project  just  picked  up  and  went  from  a  concept  to  an  actual 
prototype,"  Rocha  adds. 

The  $3000  which  Harm,  Capece,  and  Rocha  received  for  their  first  prize 
winning  in  the  Thalheimer  competition  enabled  them  to  further  fund  their 
concept.  Additional  funding  from  PALCI  was  used  towards  prototype  devel- 
opment. As  has  been  the  trend  for  previous  Thalheimer  winners,  they  hope 
ro  continue  developing  the  MPlug  in  order  to  hopefully  one  day  bring  it  to 
market.  "Our  goals  for  the  future  include  entering  more  competitions  and 
exploring  more  funding  opportunities  in  order  to  further  develop  the  MPiug," 
says  Harm.

A  race  to  the  finish 


For  most,  a  car  in  motion  with  no  driver  behind  the  wheel  is  a  scary 
thought.  However,  for  John  Spletzer,  assistant  professor  of  computer  sci- 
ence and  engineering  at  Lehigh,  this  idea  is  a  reality  of  the  future.  Spletzer, 
in  collaboration  with  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  Lockheed  Martin, 
designed  and  programmed  a  "driverless"  car  to  enter  into  the  2007  DARPA 
Urban  Challenge.  The  Defense  Advanced  Research  Projects  Agency  (DAR- 
PA), who  sponsored  the  DARPA  Urban  Challenge,  is  the  central  research 
and  development  organization  for  the  Department  of  Defense. 

"The  goal  of  DARPA  is  to  motive  students  to  become  excited  about 
engineering  and  consider  it  for  a  career.  The  Urban  Challenge,  specifi- 
cally, has  a  goal  to  promote  the  development  of  driverless,  ground-combat 
vehicles  for  the  U.S.  military  and  thus  meet  a  congressional  mandate  that 
one-third  of  such  vehicles  be  unmmaned  by  2015,"  Spletzer  commented. 

The  car  which  Spletzer  and  his  teammates  entered  into  the 
race,  fondly  known  as  Little  Ben,  was  a  Toyota  Prius  converted 
into  a  robotic  car.  This  was  the  first  year  that  Spletzer  entered 
into  the  competition,  which  is  in  its  third  year  running.  "The 
main  challenge  was  programming  the  automobile  so  it  could 
drive  across  rough  terrain  while  still  functioning  as  if  a  human 
driver  was  behind  the  wheel,"  said  Spletzer. 
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Little  Ben       .  developed  by  Lehigh  University,  I  'niversity  oj  Pennsylvnaia,  and  Lockheed  Martin  and  was  a  car  programmed  to  drive  with  no  one  behind  the  wheel. 


The  challenge  this  year  consisted  of  a  narrowing  process  in  which 
teams  had  to  submit  applications  and  videos.  DARPA  selected  58 
teams  and  had  site  visits  with  each  team,  narrowing  the  selection  down 
to  36  teams.  The  36  teams  were  invited  to  the  Urban  Challenge  Na- 
tional Qualifying  hvent  (NQL)  in  Victorvillc,  CA  from  October  26- 
31,  2007.  "Cars  were  subjected  to  a  winnowing  process  aimed  at  test- 
ing their  skills,  including  navigation  and  merging  in  traffic,  Spletzer 
explained. 

Lehigh  made  it  through  the  NQE,  along  with  1  1  other  teams,  in 
order  to  race  in  the  finals  on  November  3,  2007  in  Victorville.  Of  the 
1  1  cars  in  the  finals,  10  received  Si  million  in  funding  from  DARPA 
due  to  performances  in  past  challenges.  However,  because  this  was  the 
first  year  Lehigh  participated  in  the  competition,  Little  Ben  did  not 
receive  DARPA  funding  and  was  self-funded. 

Lehigh  was  the  fourth  team  to  cross  the  finish  line  and  was  the 
only  self-funded  team  in  the  entire  competition  to  finish  the  race.

Lehigh  University  officially  opened  its  doors  on  Saturday,  Septem- 
ber 1,  1866.  Select  graduates  were  permitted  to  attend  classes  for  up 
to  three  years  post-graduation  at  no  extra  charge. 

In  order  to  be  accepted  to  Lehigh  in  the  late  1 800's,  a  student  need- 
ed to  be  at  least  16  years  old,  proficient  in  basic  arithmetic,  spelling, 
latin  grammar  and  syntax,  and  geography.  The  student's  proficiency 
would  be  determined  via  a  rigorous  entrance  examination. 

Lee  Iacocca  was  born  Lido  Anthony  Iacocca  in  Allentown 
only  three  years  after  his  parents  immigrated  here  from  Italy. 
He  graduated  Irom  Lehigh  as  an  industrial  engineer  in  1945, 
was  fired  from  Ford  in  1978,  and  saved  Chrysler  from  bank- 
ruptcy in  the  early  1980s.

Kappa  Sigma  was  founded  on  December  10th,  1 869  at  the  University  of  Virginia 
by  William  Grigsby  McCormick,  George  Miles  Arnold,  John  Covert  Boyd,  Edmund 
Law  Rogers,  and  Frank  Courtney  Nicodemus.  It  was  established  at  Lehigh  on  No- 
vember 28th,  1900.  Every  spring,  the  brothers  ol  Kappa  Sig  partake  in  the  very 
important  tradition  of  traveling  to  the  University  of  Virginia  to  visit  the  place  where 
Kappa  Sigma  was  originally  founded. 

Kappa  Sig's  main  event  is  the  Kappa  Sigma  Holiday  Hope  Chest,  which  is  an 
annual  charity  for  the  Lehigh  Valley  Children's  Hospital  where  they  present  gifts 
to  patients  during  the  holiday  season.  They  also  volunteer  at  the  Fountain  Hill  El- 
ementary School,  where  they  find  giving  back  to  the  community  by  helping  its  youth 
very  fulfilling.

Psi  Upsilon  was  founded  at  Union  College  in  1833  by  Robert  Barnard,  Samu- 
el Goodale,  Sterling  G.  Hadley,  Charles  Washington  Harvey,  Edward  Martindale, 
Merwin  Henry  Stewart,  and  George  Washington  Tuttle.  It  was  established  at  Lehigh 
in  1884.  Their  main  event  is  "Cans  for  Habitat,"  when  they  collect  aluminum  cans, 
recycle  them  and  donate  the  money  to  Habitat  for  Humanity.  They  also  volunteer 
several  times  a  year  at  Lehigh  Valley  Habitat  homes  and  their  alumni  fundraises  for 
Habitat  for  Humanity.  Psi  U  holds  their  Founders  Day  Networking  Dinner  every 
February  22nd  to  celebrate  their  Chapter's  founding.  Alumni  come  back  for  the  din- 
ner, discuss  their  occupations  and  seek  brothers  for  jobs  and  internships. 

Psi  Upsilon  is  a  secret  society  with  a  rich  history  of  rituals  that  make  their  Brother- 
hood what  it  is.  Some  of  the  important  outward  traditions  include  carving  pump- 
kins every  year  for  Spooktacular,  running  the  Easter  Bunny  stand  at  Spring  Fling  and 
completing  pledge  class  projects  to  improve  the  Chapter  House.

This  year,  brothers  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  celebrated  their  100th  anniversary  at 
Lehigh.  To  commemorate  the  occasion,  the  alumni  from  the  chapter  and  current 
undergraduate  students  organized  a  commemorative  gala  with  representatives  from 
the  university  and  national  fraternity.  Brothers  who  graduated  as  far  back  as  the 
1960s  came  to  reconnect  and  celebrate  with  the  chapter.

The  Black  Student  Union  is  a  socially  and  politically  conscious  organization  that  strides  to  spread  awareness  of  African  and  African 
American  culture  and  politics.  Every  person,  regardless  of  race,  can  be  a  member  of  the  BSU.  They  strive  to  bring  as  many  members  into 
our  organization  regardless  it  they  feel  they  know  everything  about  African  or  African  American  history,  culture,  or  know  nothing.  What 
is  important  is  an  open  mind  to  new  and  different  ideas,  political  views  and  social  structures. 

The  BSU  held  a  3-on-3  basketball  tournament  in  September  where  nine  teams  signed  up  and  competed.  They  finished  off  the  semes- 
ter with  Rock  4  Darfur  which  was  co-sponsored  by  AIS  and  GU.  This  event  raised  awareness  and  over  $2500  for  the  Enough  Project  to 
help  stop  genocide  occurring  in  the  Darfur  section  of  the  Sudan  in  Africa.  The  second  semester  brought  the  same  energy;  they  hosted  an 
on-going  film  series  of  Eyes  on  the  Prize  which  documents  the  entire  Civil  Rights  Era  (1954-1985).  The  BSU  also  hosted  a  Black  History 
Jeopardy  Game  Show;  it  had  twelve  contestants  competing  in  jeopardy  style  trivia.  At  the  end  of  February,  the  BSU  hosted  a  lecture  from 
Don  Franco,  founder  of  FAMDO,  entitled  "Social  Entrepreneurship  and  Its  Future  in  Business."  Mr.  Franco  has  written  a  book  on  how 
to  empower  the  African-American  and  lower  income  urban  areas  in  bringing  economic  gains  back  into  their  communities.  In  March,  they 
hosted  Rap  Sessions,  a  panel  discussion  with  leading  hip-hop  and  political  experts  on  the  topics  of  Hip-Hop  and  the  2008  Presidential 
Election.  The  BSU  has  also  helped  co-sponsor  events  on  campus  as  well  as  being  the  only  student 
organization  to  contribute  financially  to  the  MLK  Convocation. 

The  BSU  strides  to  create  events  that  can  be  attended  by  all  members  of  the  Lehigh  community. 
The  mission  of  the  group  is  to  continue  to  expand  awareness  on  Lehigh's  campus  and  make  sure  ev- 
eryone knows  that  the  BSU  is  an  active  and  unstoppable  club  that  will  challenge  the  norm  and  make 
sure  that  Lehigh  continues  its  mission  in  seeking  a  place  of  safety  for  everyone  regardless  of  race, 
color,  creed,  gender,  or  sexual  orientation.

Lehigh  University  Emergency  Medical  Services  (LUEMS)  is  a  Basic  Life  Support  Quick  Response  Service  (BLS  QRS),  servicing 
Lehigh's  campus  24  hours  a  day,  7  days  a  week  when  classes  are  in  session,  excluding  breaks.  LUEMS  has  provided  free  emergency  care  to 
the  students,  faculty,  staff,  and  visitors  of  Lehigh's  campus  since  199 1  under  the  name  Lehigh  University  Response  Team  (aLURT).  Duty 
crews  are  student-manned  and  consist  of  a  Crew  Chief,  an  EMT  (both  certified  as  Emergency  Medical  Technicians)  and  an  Observer 
(CPR  certified).  As  of  February  2008,  the  organization  contained  approximately  40  EMTs,  a  dozen  of  which  were  designated  Crew 
Chiefs,  and  25  Observers. 

Students  who  run  with  LUEMS  are  either  already  certified  as  EMTs  or  they  act  as  Observers  until  they  receive  certification.  Each 
year,  LUEMS,  thanks  to  a  Pennsylvania  state  grant,  sends  between  8  and  IS  observers  to  attend  an  EMT-B  certification  class  offered  by 
Northampton  Community  College  during  the  fall  and  spring  semesters.  In  addition  to  providing  an  option  for  certification,  LUEMS 
also  organizes  CPR  classes  for  Observers  and  EMTs  to  attend  for  certification  or  recertification,  as  well  as  continuing  education  classes 
such  as  an  Emergency  Vehicle  Operators  Course  (EVOC)  and  Paramedic  Assistance  Classes.  General  meetings  for  all  members  are  held 
once  or  twice  a  month  during  the  fall  and  spring  semesters,  during  which  members  are  given  further  chances  to  practice  basic  skills  and 
review  operation  protocols. 

In  2007,  LUEMS  responded  to  242  calls  between  January  and  December  and  covered  over  50  standbys  for  sporting  and  other  campus 
events.  In  April  2007,  LUEMS  was  recognized  with  the  Student  Organization  of  the  Year  Award.  The  year  2007  was  also  unique  for 
LUEMS  in  that  it  was  the  first  time  LUEMS  remained  in  service  24/7  during  the  rwo  summer  sessions  in  addition  to  the  spring  and  fall 
semesters.

The  Residence  Hall  Association  (RHA)  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  visible  student  organizations  at  Lehigh,  as  the  chief 
legislative  body  of  students  living  in  residence  halls  and  serving  as  the  primary  means  of  communication  between  the  student 
residents  and  the  administration,  conveying  residence  hall  concerns  and  advocating  student-driven  change.  RHA  also  pro- 
vides a  wide  range  of  services,  including  large  social,  recreational  and  educational  programs  to  meet  the  needs  and  interests  of 
residence  hall  students. 

RHA  is  structured  in  a  hierarchical  fashion,  with  each  residence  hall  having  its  own  House  Council,  and  an  executive  board 
controlling  the  finances  of  the  organization  and  overseeing  the  running  of  all  House  Councils.  After  elections,  each  Council 
holds  weekly/bi-weekly  meetings,  planning  fun,  creative  programs  for  their  building,  such  as  Massage  Nights,  Midnight 
Breakfasts,  Red  Bull  and  Pizza  Study  Breaks,  Pie  Eating  Contests  and  the  annual  Rock  the  Quad  event,  which  is  co-sponsored 
by  several  House  Councils.  House  Council  Presidents  also  attend  monthly  CHOPs  (Council  of  House  Presidents)  meetings. 
The  purpose  of  CHOPs  is  to  keep  the  RHA  Executive  Board  and  all  House  Councils  informed  about  what  each  building  has 
been  doing,  but  also  so  the  Executive  Board  can  provide  guidance  and  relay  important  big-picture 
RHA  items  to  the  individual  councils.  House  Councils  receive  points  for  each  event  they  execute 
and  councils  with  the  most  points  at  the  end  of  the  semester  receive  more  money  in  their  budget. 

Since  its  formation,  RHA  has  proved  to  be  a  phenomenal  opportunity  for  students  to  gain  valu- 
able leadership  skills  and  gain  significant  experience  planning  and  budgeting  for  large  events.

"Through  forward  thinking,  effective  communication  and  active  representation,  the  Student  Senate  will  develop  an  integrated  community  that  is 
empowered  to  build  a  greater  Lehigh."  Senate  XX  used  this  mission  statement  to  guide  its  actions  toward  achieving  the  goal  of  fostering  a  greater  Le- 
high. The  representatives  elected  to  Senate  XX  are  diverse  students  with  varied  interests  who  share  the  drive  to  make  a  difference.  Each  representative 
actively  served  on  a  standing  committee  and  a  Campus  Life  Improvement  Promotion  (CLIP),  in  addition  to  ad-hoc  committees  as  issues  arose. 

Senate  continued  to  recognize  and  monitor  over  140  clubs,  while  transitioning  the  funds  for  club  sports  to  the  athletic  department.  Quarterly  work- 
shops were  organized  with  topics  ranging  from  Leadership  and  Motivation  to  Networking  and  Advertising  on  Campus.  Senate  XX  also  continued  to 
improve  campus  relations  by  hosting  the  third  annual  Administrative  Forum,  a  luncheon  where  Lehigh  administration  and  faculty  hear  presentations 
from  the  executive  board  and  CLIP  chairs,  followed  by  roundtable  discussion  as  everyone  worked  to  strengthen  relationships  and  support  mutual  goals. 
The  Facilities  &  Spaces  CLIP's  mission  was  to  "enhance  student  life  though  the  evaluation  or  student  spaces,  while  working  with  administrators  to  create 
sustainable  improvements."  Its  work  prompted  renovations  in  Upper  Ulrich  and  improvements  with  the  post  office.  The  Facilities  CLIP  also  tackled 
the  ongoing  goal  of  improving  the  available  fitness  facilities. 

Student  Advocacy's  mission  was  to  "provide  and  act  as  a  comfortable  venue  for  students  to  voice  their  concerns  which  are  then  filtered  in  the  appro- 
priate manner."  Their  major  accomplishment  included  working  with  the  Safety  CLIP  to  establish  a  monthly  police  advisory  board.  They  also  worked 
with  the  parking  and  transportation  department  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  a  Packer  Express  bus  route,  as  well 
as  TRACS  improvements.  The  Safety  CLIP  worked  on  the  police  advisory  board,  which  supported  their  mis- 
sion to  "improve  the  quality  of  safety  both  on  and  around  the  areas  adjacent  to  the  Lehigh  campus,"  while  also 
working  with  administration  to  improve  driving  and  outdoor  campus  safety,  and  promoted  a  Common  Sense 
campaign  for  the  student  body.  The  Green  CLIP's  mission  was  to  "foster  and  provoke  a  university-wide  ef- 
fort to  create  a  greener  campus."  After  researching  and  assessing  Lehigh's  environmental  status,  they  created 
a  "Brown  Goes  Green"  campaign,  while  collaborating  with  Leadership  Lehigh  and  the  campus-wide  Environ- 
mental Coalition  to  create  a  Green  Petition  to  present  to  administration  and  establish  a  culture  of  change  at 
Lehigh.

Amnesty  International  does  not  support  or 
oppose  any  government  or  political  system,  nor  does  it 
support  or  oppose  the  views  of  the  people  whose  rights 
it  seeks  to  protect.  The  organization  is  concerned  only 
with  the  protection  of  the  right  of  individuals  to  peace- 
hilly  exercise  freedom  of  expression,  opinion,  belief,  and 
association.

n  April  of  2007,  seventeen  new  students  were  inducted  into  the  Le- 
ligh  University  Chapter  of  Chi  Epsilon  under  (acuity  advisor  Stephen 
Pessiki;  in  April  2008,  Chi  Epsilon  initiated  fourteen  new  members.

Trying  to  make  your  dorm  into  .1  home  is  one 
of  the  challenges  man)  students  (ace  upon  ar- 
riving to  Lehigh  each  fall.  Converting  a  12  x 
1  2  tool  spa^e  into  a  comfortable  living  area  can 
be  both  difficult  and  rewarding.

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South  Mountain  College  is  a  new 
addition  to  Lehigh  this  year.  It  is 
both  an  academic  and  residential 
program  within  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  that  was  created  as  an 
option  for  an  intellectual  commu- 
nity for  students. 

For  academics,  participants  in  the 
program  take  two  courses  per  semes- 
ter. One  course  is  a  two-credit  semi- 
nar and  the  other  is  a  communal  ex- 
ploration of  an  annual  theme. 

This  liberal  arts  experience  allows 
students  to  learn  and  discuss  topics 
that  pique  their  interest.  The  faculty 
and  staff  guide  the  courses,  but  the 
students  are  the  ones  who  ultimately 
pick  what  will  be  taught. 

Deborah  Streahle,  10,  said  that 
SMC  classes  are  different  because 
there    is    an    unprecedented    com- 


fort level  between  the  students  and 
professors.  She  said  it  is  also  more 
goal-oriented  because  students  pro- 
gressively move  toward  completing 
a  project.  "Because  everyone's  SMC 
projects  are  very  important  to  them, 
everyone  comes  to  class  prepared 
and  enthusiastic,"  Streahle  said. 

About  a  third  of  a  student's  cred- 
its are  earned  from  within  South 
Mountain  College.  Students  are 
encouraged  to  explore  other  courses 
in  CAS  outside  of  the  program,  or 
pursue  a  minor  or  double  major. 

Students  in  South  Mountain  Col- 
lege do  not  receive  regular  grades 
that  are  factored  into  the  GPA,  but 
instead  see  a  CR  on  their  transcripts. 
This  means  they  satisfactorily  passed 
the  course.  They  also  receive  written 
assessments  for  their  courses  within 
the  program.

Peter  Zeitler,  Iacocca  professor  of 
earth  and  environmental  sciences, 
is  the  director  of  the  new  program. 
(  )ther  professors  from  various  de- 
partments within  CAS  teach  the 
courses. 

The  residential  element  of  the 
program  is  living  in  Taylor  College, 
where  students  live  and  eat  meals 
together.  There  are  invited  speak- 
ers, lectures  and  planned  activities 
for  the  students.  There  is  a  weekly 
"confab"  where  one  of  the  students 
cooks  for  everyone  else.  There  is 
also  P-Cafe  every  Monday  night, 
which  is  a  food-centered  relaxing 
time  to  hang  out  with  everyone  liv- 
ing in  laylor. 

Students  within  the  program  say 
that  it  is  not  socially  limiting.  "1 
have  main  friends  beyond  the  SMC '. 
cohort  and  often  have  trouble  de- 
ciding whose  activity  to  go  to  on  a 
weekend,"  1  aura  Kelly,  '09,  said.  "I 
have  also  pursued  activities  beyond 
SMC." 


When  applying  to  Lehigh  there  is 
a  supplement  if  a  student  wishes  to 
apply  to  South  Mountain  College. 
Acceptance  into  Lehigh  does  not 
guarantee  acceptance  into  the  pro- 
gram, and  vice  versa.  It  is  an  attrac- 
tive program  to  students  who  like 
non-traditional  education  methods. 

"Luckily,  SMC  was  advertised 
during  the  time  1  was  looking  to 
transfer  and  was  a  huge  factor  in  de- 
ciding to  remain  at  Lehigh  despite 
tempting  offers  elsewhere,"  Streahle 
said. 

The  college  currently  has  21  par- 
ticipants ranging  from  first-years  to 
fifth-years.  By  next  year  the  school 
hopes  to  have  SO  members  in  the 
program.

Last  school  year,  the  Global 
Citizenship  (GC)  House  officially 
began  housing  residents,  and  is  now 
located  in  Lehigh's  Warren  Square 
community.  According  to  its  web- 
site, the  GC  house  "seeks  to  build 
a  bridge  between  a  student's  class- 
room experience  and  their  applied 
development  as  world  citizens.  As 
a  co-curricular  extension  of  the 
Global  Citizenship  Program's  goals, 
this  living  group  offers  students  the 
opportunity  to  add  a  range  of  social 
activities  to  their  Global  Citizenship 
'backpack.'" 


A  relatively  new  program  itself, 
Lehigh's  Global  Citizenship  pro- 
gram was  founded  four  years  ago. 
This  program  is  a  cross-college,  co- 
curricular  certificate  program  that 
is  considered  a  "backpack"  to  any 
major.  Upon  graduation,  students 
receive  a  certificate  to  go  along  with 
their  diploma.  Members  of  the 
program  go  on  an  intersession  trip 
together  over  winter  break  and  are 
required  to  study  abroad  in  order 
to  fully  experience  the  world.  This 
year,  they  are  heading  to  India.  In 
addition,  GC  students  may  take 
courses  in  any  subject  area  that  fo- 
cuses on  the  global  aspects,  no  mat- 
ter the  discipline.

GC  director,  Magdalena  Grudzin- 
ski-Hall,  said  "The  Global  Citizen- 
ship program  prepares  students  for 
engaged  living  in  a  culturally  diverse 
and  rapidly  changing  world.  Em- 
phasizing  critical  analysis  and  value 
reflection,  the  program  structures 
educational  experiences  through 
which  students  learn  to  negotiate  in- 
ternational boundaries  and  develop 
their  own  sense  of  personal  and  cor- 
porate responsibility  to  the  global 
community." 

Currently,  seven  men  and  five 
women  reside  in  the  house,  but  the 
number  of  occupants  changes  in  ae- 
on dance  with  the  number  of  appli- 
cations received.  It  is  open  to  any 
student  in  the  GCP  program,  as  well 
as  any  other  Lehigh  student  who  has 
a  desire  to  live  in  a  globally  aware 
community. 

Dan  Ingram,  ON,  a  major  advo- 
cate of  getting  the  house  approved 
by  the  administration  in  2006  and 
also  founding  president  of  the  GC 
house,  has  also  lived  there  for  the 
past  two  vcars.    "1  was  truly  inspired 


to  create  a  living  environment  where 
members  could  engage  in  stimulat- 
ing intellectual  discussion  as  well  as 
relax  in  comfort  with  friends,"  he 
said.  Ingram,  along  with  his  class- 
mates in  the  GC  program,  came  up 
with  the  idea  for  the  house  on  their 
inter-session  trip  to  Shanghai  in 
2005. 

A  variety  of  events  are  held  at  the 
house  throughout  the  school  year  in- 
cluding barbeques,  making  S'mores, 
and  attending  Thursday  night  din 
ners  with  different  influential  leaders 
in  the  community.  These  dinners 
focus  on  "global  action  through  lo- 
cal initiative,"  and  provide  students 
with  real-life  examples  of  outstand- 
ing global  citizens.

Wind  and  Rain  Doesn't  Prevent  the  Graduates  from  Completing  Their  Journey

the  value  of  a  Lehigh  degree. 


May  19th  2008  marked  the  140th  Spring  Commencement  at  Lehigh  Uni- 
versity. With  few  clouds,  the  morning  was  cool  with  a  brisk  wind  in  the  air. 
The  sun  was  shining  as  family  and  friends  made  their  way  up  the  mountain 
and  across  the  green  fields  to  Goodman  Stadium  as  the  graduates  lined  up 
according  to  their  College  behind  the  stadium.  As  the  ceremony  approached 
and  the  graduates  made  their  way  to  the  stadium  themselves,  the  clouds  mul- 
tiplied and  the  wind  grew  stronger.  Students,  administration  and  faculty 
filled  in  their  seats  with  the  hope  the  clouds  would  soon  break. 

The  graduates  were  welcomed  to  the  ceremony  by  Daniel  E.  Smith,  Jr. 
71,  followed  by  an  address  by  President  Alice  P.  Gast.  The  graduate  student 
remarks  were  given  by  doctoral  candidate  Meron  Mengistu.  The  President  of  the  Class 
of  2008,  Matt  Montgomery,  gave  his  account  on  what  the  past  four  years  at  Lehigh  have 
meant  to  him;  his  speech  was  sincere  as  he  spoke  with  the  same  emotions  that  all 
the  graduates  felt.  During  these  speeches,  winds  reached  40-mph  and  chilled  the 
entire  stadium.  The  blustery  weather  persisted  as  the  commencement  address  was 
given  bv  William  J.  Amelio,  '79.  He  presented  his  story  of  success  to  the  eager 
minds  of  soon-to-be  Lehigh  Alum  like  himself.  After  graduating,  he  worked  his 
way  up  the  corporate  ladder  to  become  the  president  and  CEO  of  computer  giant 
Lenovo  Group  Ltd.  He  then  told  his  listeners  his  secret:  to  succeed,  you  must 
be  able  to  say  "I  was  wrong... Everyone  makes  mistakes,  but  somehow  a  myth  has 
arisen  that  a  person  who  admits  mistakes  is  weak  or  foolish,  not  a  winner."  Plain 
and  simple,  this  was  the  advice  he  gave  to  all.  Amelio  concluded  his  speech  by 
telling  the  graduates  that  a  Lehigh  degree  is  the  key  to  success  in  this  rapidly- 
changing  world  we  live  in. 

Once  the  honorary  degrees  were  given  to  the  distinguished  guests,  President  Gast  stood 
behind  the  podium  once  again  to  begin  the  awarding  of  the  certificates  of  graduation.  As 
she  spoke  the  words,  "I  present  to  you  the  Class  of  2008,"  the  clouds  parted  and  illumi- 
nated the  day  once  again  for  a  brief  moment.  In  those  few  seconds  before  the  clouds  rolled 
back  in,  the  beauty  of  Lehigh  was  again  in  our  hearts  and  minds.  Degrees  were  awarded 
in  succession  as  the  skies  grew  darker;  once  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  was  called,  the 
cold  rain  began  to  fall.  The  stadium  seats  emptied  as  guests  moved  underneath  for  protec- 
tion but  the  graduates  remained  stoic  for  their  peers.  After  three  hours  of  poignant  speech- 
es and  changing  weather, 
1,091  bachelors  degrees 
were  conferred,  along  with 
519  masters  degrees,  98 
doctoral  degrees  and  three 
education  specialist  (Ed.S.) 
degrees  to  graduates  from 
40  countries  in  addition  to 
those  from  all  around  the 
United  States.
